QUESTION #2 (budget cuts) 

If cuts need to be made, those cuts 
should begin at the top of the organization. 
The organization is currently top-heavy. 
Certain departments could be merged to 
realize cost savings. 

The most important programs/ depart- 
ments to maintain are police, fire, and pub- 
lic works. Cost-saving measures can be 
implemented in these departments by doing 
things such as cross-training existing staff 
to cut down on the need for subcontract- 
ing work and possibly moving the Fire De- 
partment to 24-hour shifts. 

QUESTION #3 (role in economic relief) 

The first part of my plan to bring eco- 
nomic relief to Romulus would be estab- 
lishing a comprehensive communications 
strategy. The strategy would include part- 
nerships providing residents with a broader 
range of services. One example would be 
getting residents in danger of foreclosure 
to resources that may help. Linking resi- 
dents to resources will go a long way in this 
difficult economy. spate 

The second part of bringing economic 
relief to Romulus is hiring staff with the 
ability to develop effective economic devel- 
opment strategies. 

QUESTION #4 (next major project) 

We have to be careful about City- 
funded development at this time. My first 
mission is maintaining core City services. 
If our finances indicate an ability to fund a 
project in the future, my concentration 
would be building a new police department. 
Bonding could be an effective means to 
getting this project completed.

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Brian Persia and Gary Ramey joined 
the volunteer Taylor Auxiliary Police force 
years ago because they wanted to give back 
to their community. They didn’t join with 
hopes of winning awards some day, but the 
two veteran officers have been named Tay- 
lor Auxiliary Police Officers of the Year. 

“They're both very active officers and 
are truly dedicated to the Auxiliary Police,” 
said Auxiliary Chief Larry Domski. 

Auxiliary officers supplement the work 
performed by the regular Taylor Police 
Department. They're required to donate 20 
hours per month. Officers agree to work 
on such details as patrolling Taylor city fes- 
tivals and parks, performing building 
checks, providing security for church festi- 
vals and school sporting events, and assist- 
ing the Southland Center with holiday secu- 
rity. Officers have been part of security 
details for Presidents George W. Bush and 


Bill Clinton during their visits to Taylor, 


and provided emergency disaster assistance. 

Persia, a lieutenant, joined the depart- 
ment in 1992 and had been a finalist for 
the award three times. Ramey, a sergeant, 
has been with the auxiliary for 10 years. 
He had been a finalist one other year. 

Like others before him and since, Persia 
—a 31-year Taylor resident who was em- 
ployed at Ford Motor Co. when he joined 
— was put through rigorous training that 
included classroom-type instruction, physi- 
cal fitness, and weapons proficiency. He 
learned that Taylor's all-volunteer auxiliary 
department had a reputation of providing 
some of the best training in Michigan. 

“I’ve never wanted to be a cop, but I 
enjoy the privilege of being in the auxiliary, ” 
Persia said. “To me, personally, it is a privi- 
lege. Anybody that gets in the auxiliary is 
part of what I call an ‘elite group.” 

It didn’t take long for Persia to gain 
even more respect for the work done by 
regular officers on a daily basis. 

“They have a hard job,” Persia said. 
“All the stuff they have to put up with is 
unreal.” 

Donating time to the auxiliary meant 
other sacrifices, like being away from wife 
Judy, son Scott, and daughter Sherrill to 
volunteer for his community. Even after 
retiring from Ford after 32 years, he stayed 
with the auxiliary department, and cur-

teer Taylor 
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rently serves as quartermaster. 

The Air Force veteran also admitted it 
was fun and that he enjoys the camaraderie. 

“The auxiliary is the eyes and ears of 
the Police Department,” Persia said. “You 
get to ride around in a cop car. You get to 
know people. ... It’s exciting.” 

Persia, who has no plans to retire from 
the volunteer force, said he recommends it 
to anyone who is at least 21 years old and 
wants to give back to his or her community. 

~“T think it’s a great outfit to be in,” he 
said. “I take a lot of pride in the outfit. 
There are a lot of good guys here. 

Like Persia, Ramey had a full-time job 
— at Severstal Steel — when he joined the 
auxiliary force 10 years ago. He still works 
there today. In addition, Ramey was an 
outstanding bowler, having competed for 
four decades. He went against some of the 
top bowlers in the state. He has rolled five 
perfect 300 games and a couple 800 series. 

“When I got out of bowling, I was look- 
ing for something to get my mind into,” 
Ramey said. “This was a great thing to do.” 

Volunteering was nothing new for 
Ramey and his wife Tonya, who have been 
active at Beacon Baptist Church since they 
were married there in 1976. 

“T feel everybody should give a little 
bit,” he said. “I guess this is my way of giv- 
ing. My wife and I are big contributors to 
the city and the church. We help people. 
This is a way of doing it.” 

Ramey said the officer-of-the-year 
award was a pleasant surprise. 

“T’'ve been doing this for 10 years and 
I kind of didn’t expect it,” he said. “I do my 
details, do my hours, do my thing — and 
somebody was noticing.” 

Ramey, who said he gives about 300 
hours a year to the volunteer force, said he'll 
retire when the time is right.
